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(57) Abstract: Disclosed is a Hepatitis C 
virus (HCV) vaccine comprising at least 
two epitopes, each from a different hotspot 
epitope, wherein a hotspot epitope is defined 
as an epitope containing peptide selected 
from the group consisting of KFPGGGQIVG-
